ONE OF FIRST 
‘SAXOPHONES GOES. 
INTO TRASH FIRE 


ROCHESTER, N.Y., Sept. 20 
(AP)—A 100-year-old saxophone, 
one of the first made by the in- 
ventor of the instrument, was 
destroyed here when a janitor 


unknowingly stuffed it into a 
trash incinerator, it was reported 
yesterday. 


Fred Hemke, a graduate stu- 
dent at the University of Roches- 
ter’s Eastman School of Music, 
said a university janitor mis- 
takenly burned a box containing 
the saxophone last weekend. 


The instrument was made by 
the Belgian inventor of the saxo- 
phone, Antoine Sax, Hemke said. 
The only other saxophone made 
by the inventor is in a Paris 
museum, he said. 


The gold-lacquered instrument 
was worth $3000 to $5000 but was 
insured, Hemke said. He had 
borrowed it from a music firm 
in Elkhart, Ind., for research on 
a magazine article and had left 
it in a professor’s office over 
the weekend.

Cuban leader went back into the 
hotel as Khrushchev’s car drove 
away. 

Earlier, Khrushchev had met 
with Cuban foreign minister 
Raul Roa at the Soviet residence. 
Plans for Khrushchev’s visit to 
Cuba presumably were discussed. 


As Khrushchev left his Park 
avenue residence he stopped to 
speak to two women who tear- 
fully appealed for his help in 
having some relatives come here 
from Russia. He wound up the 
interview by kissing each woman 
on the cheek. 

Castro’s move to Harlem ap- | 
parently hiked the daily hotel bill 
from $400 to $700 for his entour- 
age of almost 90 persons. Love 
Woods, Negro owner of the 
hotel said a Castro representa- 
tive paid $700 in cash for the 
first day.

Flemming said it was estimat- 
ed that the federal share from 
the new program would be about 
$325,000,000 the first year, but 
that this would reach $900,000,000 
a year if the states use the pro- 
gram to its maximum potential. 

In addition to establishing the 
new program for the benefit of 
those aged who are unable to pay 
their medical bills, yet cannot 
qualify for public assistance, the 
new law makes available to the 
states about $140,000,000 a year 
to improve medical care pro- 
grams for the needy aged on the 
assistance roles. 

Regarding the new program 
for the aged not on assistance 
roles, Flemming said it would 
be operated like this: 

“The states will determine the 
persons who can qualify for 
benefits under the program. 
Each state has wide latitude in 
fixing the qualifications. 

“The states will decide what 
hospital, surgical and other 
medical benefits are to be made 
available to the aged who quali- 
fy. These benefits may be as 
liberal as the states want to 
make them. 


“To help finance this program, 
the Federal Government will 
make available, as of Oct. 1 this 
year, whatever funds are neces- 
sary in order to pay from 50 per 
cent to 80 per cent of the cost 
of these benefits—the exact per- 
centage to be determined on the 
basis of the per capita income 
of each state.”’

shchev deserves such treatment.

towards the United States. 
Nixon, asked if he would have 
ordered the limitation on Khru-

‘standpoint, “had the body of 


world opinion on its side.”’ 

‘Administration Candidate.’ 

Nixon referred to himself, for 
what was thought to be the first 
time, as the ‘Administration 
candidate.’’ Asked if he thought 
continued stock market slumps 
would affect the campaign, he 
said economic deterioration in 
general ‘‘would affect the Ad- 
ministration candidate @etri- 
mentally.”’ 

The Vice President joined 
Kennedy in opposing the four- 
day. work week sought by the 
United Steel Workers of Ameri-

Dissent on Searches 

The ruling of the Missouri Su- 
preme Court granting city inspec- 
tors the right to invide private prop- 
erty in search of rooming house vio- 
lations is to be deplored. 

The court short-sightedly has con- 
sidered only the case of the guilty. 
It has disregarded the rights of the 
innocent, and its ruling has serious- 
ly jeopardized these rights. Judge 
Dalton has assumed that the city’s 
*‘inspection’’ would constitute “‘rea- 
sonable entry” relative to ‘‘public 
health, safety and welfare.’ Such 
is not always the case. 

Countless innocent home owners 
who have provoked no suspicion of 
law violation have been harassed 
by inspectors and threatened with 
arrest for refusal to submit to whol- 
ly unwarranted searches. Now the 
threat of arrest can become a reali- 
tv, since the way has been cleared 
for the city to enforce penalties for 
“interference” with inspectors. 

The city has abused its authority 
under a previous ordinance by mak- 
ing demands for unnecessary reno- 
vations in “‘inspected’”” homes. Such 
matters as painting and tuck-point- 
ing (which cannot conceivably be 
menacing to public safety) are dic- 
tated by the inspector and, unfor- 
tunately, can be enforced by liens 
against the property. 

So in view of the city’s past per- 
formance, it can hardly be ex- 
pected to confine future inspections 
to ‘‘reasonable’”’ ones. 

The surest safeguard against 
abuses would be the reinstitution of 
the time-honored but presently-ig- 
nored search warrant. Seach war- 
rants would provide the city with 
legitimate authority in all cases 
where suspicion of law violations 
existed. And they would provide 
protection of the innocent—the fac- 
tor competely disregarded in the 
Supreme Court’s decision. 

’ This ruling virtually abolishes 
the search warrant. Every home 
in the city of St. Louis is now le- 
gally subject to search without war- 
rant.

Democratic Defeat 

The bill for medical care for the 
aged as finally passed by Congress 
represents a defeat for the liberal 
Democrats.

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Victory for the U.N. 

The regular session of the United Nations 
General Assembly opens with the Soviet 
Union unexpectedly on the defensive as the 
result of The Congo issue. Due to the states- 
manship of the Asian and African nations, 
the emergency session of the Assembly turned 
back the Russian attempt to discredit Secre- 
tary General Hammarskjold and enacted a 
resolution upholding the U.N. in The Congo. 
One of the sponsors of the resolution was 
Guinea, which has been following Russian 
policy closer than any other African state. 


It is appropriate, of course, that Asians 
and Africans should have led the movement 
for the resolution. The newer and smaller 
nations have more to gain, in some ways, 
from a strong U.N. than the big powers; and 
The Congo’s African neighbors can be pre- 
sumed to be acting out of interest in the wel- 
fare of the continent. The integrity of the 
U.N. has been sustained. 


This is a clearer defeat for the Soviet 
Union than the expulsion of the Communist 
diplomats from The Congo. Last Thursday 
Col. Mobuto, the new strong-man who appears 
to be co-operating with President Kasavubu 
against the volatile Premier Lumumba, or- 
dered the Soviet and Czech diplomatic mis- 
sions to close down. He gave their personnel 


48 hours in which to leave the country. 
. . oe 


After a futile appeal to Kasavubu, the am- 
bassadors and their staffs departed. There 
is still something a bit murky about this pic- 
ture, since the Communists might have been 
expected to raise much more violent protests. 
The suggestion has been made that the Rus- 
sians were glad of the opportunity to dissoci- 
ate themselves from a chaotic situation so 
they would be in a position to blame every- 
thing on the West. 

In the passage of the resolution the service- 
ability of the procedure to by-pass the Securi- 
ty Council, the 1950 “Uniting for Peace” 
resolution, was again demonstrated. In the 
Council session last week the United States 
proposed a resolution giving full support to 
Mr. Hammarskjold and the U.N. command; 
the Russians called for removal of the com- 
mand and for support of Lumumba. The 
Soviet resolution was accompanied by per- 
sonal attacks on Mr. Hammarskjold. 

It was clear neither resolution had a chance 
of passage, so Tunisia and Ceylon introduced 
a compromise declaring that no military help 
should be sent to The Congo except through 
the U.N. When the Russians unexpectedly 
vetoed this the United States delegate, 
James J. Wadsworth, proposed the matter be 
referred to an emergency Assembly session. 
Such a referral is not subject to veto, and in 
the Assembly only a two-thirds majority is 
required for adoption. 

* = + 


Thus the resolution approved by the As- 
sembly is similar to the Tunisia-Ceylon reso- 
lution.vetoed by Russia, though it differs in 
some particulars. It contains a greater em- 
phasis on the role of the U.N. in assisting the 
central government of The Congo, and in- 
cludes a statement upholding Congo sov- 
ereignty. These were inserted on the in- 
sistence of the newly-independent African na- 
tions. The provision that the United Nations 
have a monopoly on military assistance to 
The Congo fulfills the principal request Mr. 
Hammarskjold made of the Council. The Rus- 
sians, apparently confident of the success of 
their plans to back Lumumba, previously had 
insisted on the right of any nation to give 
assistance to The Congo. 


The net effect of the pulling and hauling, 
the maneuvering, the long sessions and the 
compromises appears to be the avoidance, at 
least for the present, of a power struggle 
between East and West in The Congo. If it 
turns out that such a struggle has been 
averted, the U.N. will again have proved its 
worth. 


Hizh Strategy in Good Hands 


The State Department decision to place 
Charles E. Bohlen in charge of developing 
American tactics and strategy in the United 
Nations General Assembly session is an ex- 
cellent one. Mr. Bohlen, our former ambas- 
sador to Moscow, is one of the foremost ex- 
perts on Russia and has been the department’s 
special adviser on Soviet affairs. He is one 
of this country’s most able diplomats, and his 
talents will be needed in the Western compe- 
tition with the Communist bloc. 


Wanted on the Seaway 


A threatening strike of Great Lakes sea- 
men over wages is about the last thing the 
St. Lawrence Seaway needs this year. The 
20-day longshoremen’s strike which ended 
early in June had ill effects which—because 
big shippers book their cargo 60 days in ad- 
vance—began before it started and hung over 
after it had been settled. 

For the second year the seaway is proving 
a disappointment. To proteet the United 
States’s $131,000,000 investment and realize 
the great potentials it offers for the develop- 
ment of our country, more forceful action at 
Washington is required. 

Harbor deepening is needed, as authorized 
in a bill in the last Congress for 13 Great 
Lakes ports. This will enable larger ships to 
use the waterway and will permit loading to 
capacity, effecting economies which will 
counter the rising costs that are hampering 
operations. 

The Interstate Commerce Commission 
could well take a more constructive attitude 
toward seaway traffic than it has exhibited 
thus far. It has granted the railways repeated 
rate reductions intended to frustrate the lower 
costs of moving certain commodities via sea- 
way, and these decisions are among the rea- 
sons for the St. Lawrence’s poor showing. The 
commission’s recognition of the simple fact 
that water transportation is cheaper than 
rail—with certain counterbalancing disadvan- 
tages—and that rates ought to show it, would 
go far to conserve the natural advantages 
inherent in the waterway. 

A watchdog committee of Congress ought to 
be looking energetically after our investment 
and our prospects on the St. Lawrence. A 
particularly critical problem is the lack of 
enough stevedores and the incompetence of 
too many of those who are available. That 
problem is further complicated by featherbed- 
ding work rules. Must this magnificent water- 
way submit to inadequate and expensive serv- 


' ices as a necessary evil, or is there not some- 


thing that can and as a matter of national 
policy should be done about it? | 

A pattern is being set in these formative 
years of the seaway which may radically af- 


fect the usefulness of this fourth coast for 
many years to come. Perhaps one trouble is 
that exaggerated expectations have intensi- 
fied the letdown. Whatever the reason, a re- 
capture of the imagination and the drive that 
built the seaway is called for to make if a 
functioning reality now it is here. 


Kennedy and Labor 


Senator Kennedy did a commendable thing 
in telling the United Steelworkers convention 
that a 32-hour week, as suggested by the 
union’s president David J. McDonald, is not 
the way to meet today’s world challenge. But 
he did not show equal courage in his recom- 
mendations for Taft-Hartley law changes af- 
fecting national emergency strikes. 

The Democratic nominee urged that the 
law give the President other powers to deal 
with such strikes in addition to authority to 
seek an 80-day injunction. All experience has 
shown the need for such powers, and outside 
labor there is a wide measure of agreement 
that they should include a whole range of 
options which the President might take, de- 
pending on the particular situation facing 
him. 

During last winter’s steel. strike Adlai E. 
Stevenson renewed the proposal he had made 
in the 1952 campaign that the President be 
given a choice of procedures including investi- 
gation and reporting, more effective media- 
tion, seizure, arbitration, hearing and recom- 
mendation of settlement terms, or a return of 
the dispute to the parties. 

Senator Kennedy proposes a variation of 
this. He says the President should have pow- 
ers of mediation, fact-finding, seizure and ret- 
roactive pay orders. But not arbitration. How 
can he possibly justify this exception on any 
other grounds than political expediency? 
Both in the name of justice and in order to 
give presidential intervention the maximum 
chance of effectiveness, the options available 
to him should include sanctions against labor 
as well as against management. To permit 
seizure of an industry but not arbitration 
would mean that management would be under 
great pressure to avoid presidential interven- 
tion while labor would have little to fear 
from it. 


Thus Senator Kennedy has focused atten- 


tion again on an aspect of his record which 
gives some voters pause. As we pointed out 
a year ago in commenting on his maneuvers 
on labor reform legislation, Senator Kennedy 
has sought to give the impression to the 
general public of favoring a curb on the 
power of union leaders, but in the legislative 
infighting he has taken care not to lose their 
support. 

Last year he was the chief sponsor of a 
labor reform bill in the Senate, but strongly 
opposed the curbs on secondary boycotts and 
blackmail picketing insisted on by the House. 
When the conferees adopted these too, he 
nevertheless urged the Senate to pass the 
bill. Then, after the session, he went before 
the United Auto Workers to denounce the 
bill for “many unfair, unsound and one-sided 
provisions.” 

The Senator’s speech to the steelworkers 
will renew questions in many people’s minds 
about just what his attitude toward labor is, 
and whether he would have the fortitude and 
intellectual freedom to stand up strongly for 
the public welfare in a test with big labor. 


Khrushchev on TV 


The State Department erred regrettably, it 
seems to us, in suggesting to the three major 
television networks that they confine their 
coverage of Nikita Khrushchev’s visit to a 
routine minimum. Its explanation was that it 
did not believe the national interest would be 
served by allowing Mr. Khrushchev extended 
use of the country’s communications for try- 
ing to subvert its principles and policies. 


It would, we think, be far more in this 
country’s best tradition to let Mr. Khrushchev 
do his utmost at vocal subversion, and see 
where it got him. Why not let events speak 
for themselves? Do we really believe that 
our institutions will-shame us, that we are 
obliged to divert them from their normal op- 
erations in order not to be taken advantage 
of, or persuaded to Mr. Khrushchev’s views? 


News coverage in a free country is not an 
instrument of national policy—and it makes 
no difference whether that coverage is by 
newspaper, by radio, by television or by town 
crier. A suggestion to the press of the sort 
that the State Department has made to the 
television industry would, we believe, have 
been resented and rejected as an infringe- 
ment on independence of publication. It is 
if anything more objectionable still when 
made to the television industry, which, being 
regulated, is vulnerable to pressures both 
direct and indirect for not seeing the news the 
State Department’s way. 


Gen. Medaris on Limited War 


In. his first article written as a civilian, 
Maj. Gen. John B. Medaris, who retired re- 
cently as Army missile chief, builds a con- 
vincing case for shifting emphasis from 
nuclear retaliation capability to readiness for 
limited war with conventional arms. 


The danger of launching a retaliatory mis- 
sile attack only to find that what had been 
assumed to be an enemy missile was a false 
alarm or a missile gone astray, is a per- 
sistent nightmare. Tremendous sums are go- 
ing for electronic devices and satellites to 
warn of approaching missiles. Yet, as Gen. 
Medaris points out in Look, “funds are denied 
for production and deployment of the only 
presently visible potential means by which we 
might gain time to think—an anti-missile 
missile.” 

If the Nike Zeus, which has been starved 
for funds were available today it would afford 
a means of destroying enemy missiles in flight. 
Although defensive measures never win wars, 
the mere possession of a missile destroyer 
would give an aggressor more cause to think 
and calculate before attacking. 

As for what might be carried out more 


_ quickly, Gen. Medaris wants a modernized 


Army that would be self-sufficient for light- 
ning intervention so as to minimize the danger 
of Korea-type wars. His opinions on this sub- 
ject coincide with those of Gen. Taylor and 
Gen. Ridgway, who resigned ‘as Army chiefs 
of staff in protest over neglect of limited 
war capability. Gen. Medaris also regards the 
Polaris system as the “best bet for retaliatory 
striking power needed in the near future.” 

Because of the position Gen. Medaris held, 
the fight he made and the cogency with 
which he argues, his opinions should be en- 
lightening for citizens who want to. inform 
themselves on national defense.

There are wide and legitimate dif- 
ferences about the way to peace; and 
it is the function of the political proc- 
ess to explore—but never to exploit— 
these differences. Largely, I think, 
they are differences of understanding, 
of political fortitude, and of priorities. 

First, of understanding. The differ- 
ence here is between an American 

policy — a peace 
policy — built only

of and a policy de- 
signed to find and 
develop the basic 
elements of peace 
in a revolutionary 
world in which Communism is only 
one agent of disorder. 

The danger of Communism is ob- 
viously no longer—if it ever was — 
only military and conspiratorial. It 
is by ecdnomic and political means 
that recent Communist successes have 
been won and recent American re- 
verses suffered, and it will be by eco- 
nomic and political means that the 
new Communist offensive will be 
stopped when it is stopped. 

And Communism no longer provides 
the revolutionary dynamic of the age 
we live in. The revolutionary dynamic 
of the contemporary world is some- 
thing very different, It is compounded 
of nationalism, social unrest and scien- 
tific progress. It is the great new po- 
litical, social and industrial revolution 
which is now sweeping the world, and 
which will inevitably alter the way of 
life of every area on every continent. 

Unless we march with this revolu- 
tion, unless indeed we share in leading 
it, the future it.will one day shape 
may have no place for us. A great 
nation cannot stand still in a time of 
change, it cannot content itself with 
things the way they are, it must fore- 
see, must think, must plan,. must act, 
must lead—or its greatness will evapo- 
rate even while we watch. 

I have said that the second differ- 
ence in this area is one of political 
fortitude. Are people to be told the 
truth about their position in the world? 
Are they to be informed and asked, 
and their judgment sought? Or are 
they to be told when it is not true 
that all is well and just not to worry? 

The plain truth is that we have been

Between Book Ends

ine the hulls of two Russian vessels 
on which the visitors arrived. A later 
version was that he had not lost his 
life, but had been captured instead. 
More than four years have passed, 
tind there still has been no official 


explanation of any kind. ‘‘Frogman 
Spy” claims to give the truth of the 
matter in the form of what are de- 
scribed as verbatim translations of 


muddling along, living from year to 
year, doing what had to be done after 
the fact; and the result is the wasting 
of our moral assets and the loss of 
our convictions which underlie the 
present public confusion. 

Mr. Nixon and Mr. Eisenhower have 
talked of peace fervently and often, 
but their policy is little more than 
preparation for fighting — inadequate 
preparation. Peace, in other words, 
is something we are led to hope may 
happen as the result of Soviet collapse 
or backing down: not something we 
are told we must bring about our- 
selves.

How long are we to go on holding 
our fingers in the dike hoping for 
something to happen to end the ne- 
cessity? How long are we to wait to 
receive the future at the hands of 
Russian failure or collapse or what- 
ever? How long are we to leave the 
initiative in trust? How long are we 
going to be frustrated by the national 
conviction that there is nothing we 
ourselves can do about peace? 

This isn’t a matter of whether we 
shake our fists at the Communists or 
smile at them; whether we argue with 
them in the kitchen or exchange toasts 
in the dining room. These surface 
events which win so much publicity 
are only the meaningless fluff of world 
politics. Communists are not im- 
pressed nor changed by either smiles 
or insults; by angry debates or by 
champagne hospitality. Now as in the 
past, they respect only power and 
they negotiate only in terms of hard 


secret Russian documents distributed 
in satellite countries. It is to the 
effect that Crabb was captured, 
drugged and taken to Russia, and 
eventually admitted he had attempted 
to examine the ships. 


Although not brainwashed: or tor- 
tured, in the usual sense of the ex- 
pressions, he capitulated to a Soviet 
offer of enlistment in the Russian Navy 
as a specialist in underwater work, 
the papers say. It is implied that he 
still is serving his first 10-year enlist- 
ment, and it is stated flatly that he 
has had several promotions. The en- 
tire situation is laid by the author to 
the fact that the British Navy dis- 
charged Crabb, despite his outstanding 
record during and after the war, and 
failed to provide him with the work 
he loved and for which he was fitted. 

The papers are said to have been 
checked thoroughly for authenticity. 
If they are what they purport to be, 
they certainly reveal a great deal of 
the Russians’ tactics and resourceful- 
ness in converting people to their own

The third difference is in our priori- 
ties and in the degree of our commit- 
ment to the purpose, the prospect, the 
possibility, of peace. 

The plain facts are that we have 
lost the peace initiative, The United 
States has failed to persuade the world 


that it is a nation intent on peace. 


The inconceivable fact is, indeed, that 
through large parts of the world, the 
United States is today regarded as a 
greater threat to world peace than the 
Soviet Union. 

When Franklin Roosevelt and George 
Norris built the TVA in the 1930s, the 
story of this remarkable success 
reached the people of the world and 
visitors from every corner of the 
globe came, as they still do come, to 
marvel at these mighty dams, at the 
reforestation of eroded hills, and at 
the flowering of a richer, fuller life 
for millions of people. 

But when the story of America is a 
story of apathy and neglect and in- 
difference, no amount of propeganda 
can hide the truth from people in 
other countries. When a Negro child 
is denied admission to a school, or en 
unemployed miner faces grim poverty, 
the image of America is defaced. 

You cannot separate foreign and do- 
mestic policy. A timid, unimagina- 
tive and conservative government is 
bound to produce a timid, unimagina- 
tive and conservative foreign policy. 
One test which the world rightly im- 
poses on the sincerity of our profes- 
sions is our own readiness to live up 
to. them. 

Only a liberal government can bring 
about the reorientation I have indi- 
cated. An administration devoted to 
the status quo can never hope to light 
fires of idealism and faith among the 
oppressed peoples of the earth. 

Only a new liberal administration 
next January can restore the image of 
our country once so well known and 
well loved—not as a country glutted 
with wealth and self-esteem, but as 
the nation which gave birth to the 
Declaration of Independence and the 
Four Freedoms—a nation marked, not 
by «smugness, but by generosity; not 
by meanness, but by magnanimity; not 
by stale conservatism and a weary 
reliance on dollars and guns, but by 
broad vision and moral and social 
passion. 

We have drifted and stumbled long 
enough. 


and to contain too many things that 
would be popular in Britain and there- 
fore readily believed, and at the same 
time get across a message the Rus- 
sians undoubtedly would like to sell. 


For one thing, Crabb’s employer is 
conveniently listed not as the British 
Government but an American agency. 
A second is that the Russians are able 
to take even a ranking national hero 
and turn him to their own uses without 
unduly inhuman treatment. A third, 
of course, is that after making the 
switch the former national hero finds 
Soviet life almost idyllic—much better, 
at any rate, than the one he had left. 

The book is well worth reading, but 
it should be done. with an open mind 
and the consciousness that it may well 
be a document carefully planted by 
the Russians and accepted in good 
faith by the author and publishers. If 


‘such is the case, it has the makings 


of a real propaganda coup. On the 
other hand, if it is genuine it has far- 
reaching implications whenever any- 
one from Allied nations falls into 
Soviet hands and is judged by them 
to be worth really working on.

James T. Hixson, principal of 
Webster Groves High School 
for 36 years before his retire- 
ment in 1943, died of infirmities 
of age yesterday at the Maple- 
wood Nursing Home, 2200 Bre- 
dell avenue, Maplewood.

HENNINGS: ESTATE 
PUT AT $50,000

The will of Senator Thomas | 


C. Hennings Jr., providing for 
the establishment of a charitable 
foundation with an initial contri- 
bution of $10,000 from his estate, 
was filed yesterday in probate 
court here. 

Morris A. Shenker, co-counsel 
for the estate, estimated value 
of its assets at between $50,000 
and $60,000. 

Under terms of the will, three 
nephews of Hennings are left 
$1000 each. They are David G. 
Teasdale Jr., Thomas H. Teas- 
dale and John W. Teasdale. The 
residue was left to his wife, 
Elizabeth who was named execu- 
trix. 

The will directed that the gov- 
erning board of the foundation 
adopt as its ‘“‘more specific pur- 
poses” the assistance and guid- 
ance of youth, provision for 
scholarships for deserving 
young persons, promotion of sci- 
entific research for advance- 
ment of knowledge and allevi- 
ation of human suffering, pres- 
ervation of the dignity and pro- 
motion of the rights and liber- 
ties of the individual and assist- 
ance to individuals, associ- 
ations, corporations and institu- 
tions engaged in furthering 
these purposes. 

The will further directs that 
the foundation, which will bear 
Hennings’s name, shall be op- 
erated without discrimination as 
to race, color or creed. 


The will lists the names of 40. 


“warm and dear friends,” all 
national business, civic and po- 
litical leaders, and suggests that 
they be invited to become mem- 
bers of the foundation in “such 
capacity as the governing body 
shall prescribe.” 

Shenker said these men are 
being approached and asked to 
serve as trustees. He said it was 
hoped that contributions amount- 
ing to $150,000 could be raised 
soon to get the foundation’s work 
under way.

“IT haven’t always been 
optimistic, though,” the front- 
office boss of the Big Red 
said. “So I mean it when I 
say that the club, as consti- 
tuted, is the strongest the 
Cardinals ever had, meaning 
that it has depth enough at 
all positions to win. | 

“I honestly believe we can 
compete for the Eastern Divi- 
sion championship—I’ll be dis- 
appointed if we don’t—because 
the team has come a long way 
under Frank Ivy the last cou- 
ple of years. You've got to 
have some luck, too, and to 
have a winning team you must 
have reliable quarterbacking. 


“Except at quarterback, no 
club, in my opinion, is super- 
ior. But the passer is so im- 
portant. Take last Sunday, for 
instance. As well as the Cardi- 
nals played beating San Fran- 
cisco—and it was most un- 
usual to hold a_ high-scoring, 
strong-finishing team scoreless 
the second half—our quarter- 
backs overthrew Sonny Randle 
three times when he was in 
the clear.

“TI would, though, like to see 
sales pick up for Joe Griese- 
dieck and his associates, who 
went to the time, trouble and 
expense to bring the Cardinals 
here,”” said the managing di- 


rector of the grid Cards. 

“I’m certain already that the 
spirit of the team will be better 
because of the enthusiastic re- 
ception given the Cardinals. I 
hope — and really believe — 
it’ll be a team St.‘ Louis can 
be proud of. We’ve had dogs, 
you know, and I believe I can 
tell the difference.” 

Griesedieck said he was dis- 
appointed that only little more 
than 13,000 season tickets had 
been sold. The Falstaff presi- 
dent, chairman of the Chamber 
of Commerce’s ticket drive to 
back pro football here, ex- 
plained that Pete Rozelle, Na- 
tional Football League com- 
missioner, also had said here 
recently that he had expected 
more than 15,000 season tickets 
to be sold. 

“I got the impression,” 
Griesedieck said, “‘that Minne- 
apolis, coming into the league 
next year, and any other fu- 
ture addition will have to show 
tangible evidence of ability to 
sell at least 20,000 season 
tickets.

Secretary Describes Ordeal 
At Hands of Police in Havana 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 20 (UPI)

service secretary who was held 
by Cuban police for 40 hours last 
week, said yesterday her ex- 
perience had been ‘‘very scarey” 
but she suffered no physical 
harm.

{John Crosby 
Magician Finds 
TV Hurts His Art 


NEW YORK, Sept. 20. 
WHAT EVER HAPPENED to magicians? When I was a 
fKid, Howard Thurston used to arrive as regularly as winter 
@t the Davidson Theater in Milwaukee, to saw girls in half, 
tO make people disappear and all that sort of thing. We kids 

Se would go up on the stage 
and Thurston would pull 
watches out of our mouths. 
Nothing a kid gets looking 
at TV can match that 
thrill. 

So, the other day, to 
find out what’s with the 
magician profession, I had 
a talk with Milbourne 
Christopher, who'll bring 
his own magic show to the 
Maidman Theater Sept. 26 
for two weeks. Television 
and magicians, he told me 
sadly, don’t mix well. 
“They can do tricks with 
photography. They can 
make cigarette packs open 
mysteriously, breakfast ce- 
reals appear and disap- 

, aie pear mysteriously. They 
JOHN CROSBY 7 do it much better than 

can. 

_ “A few years ago I did a feat here. I caught a bullet 
fired from a rifle between my teeth. I believe it was one John 
Crosby who asked me why a man would want to do a thing 
like that. The answer is: Publicity. And the publicity worked. 
The show got a high rating but Lloyd’s of London refused to 
give me life insurance because of that act. When I later did 
the same thing on British TV, I promised my wife I would 


never do it again. It has already killed 12 magicians who 
have tried it.

*‘When I did the act successfully, caught the bul- 
let, and stayed alive, I was asked by someone there 
when I would do the trick again. I replied on the air: 
‘Never.’ The next morning I received a letter from 
Royal Crown Insurance Co. telling me that now that I 
had given up bullet catching, they would insure me.” 


Where are the magicians? Have they gone the way of the 
horse car? 

“The reason you don’t see as many magicians performing 
is because of television, really. There are now fewer places 
to play, there are fewer magicians. There are still a great 
many places to play on the Continent and in England. That 
may not last forever, though. I’ve noticed that the more tele- 
vision grows in England, the more theaters close.” 

I said I couldn’t recall a magic show in New York in 
gears. 

Christopher said: ‘‘There hasn’t been a magic show in 
New York since 1940 when Dante appeared at the Morosco. 
My show will be the first since then that the young generation 
can see a big trick.”’ 

What’s a big trick? 

“A big trick is an illusion which can only be done with 
human beings or large animals—bigger than a rabbit. On 
television little tricks are better—tricks with a penny or a 
needle. These are better illusions because the camera can 
focus on your hand. One of the basic things in magic is mis- 
direction—that is, misdirecting the audience’s attention at the 
right place at the wrong time. On television, the screen is 
80 small, misdirection doesn’t work. 


“Magic is 5000 years old. There was a magician 
named Dedi who used to entertain Cheops, the Pharoah 
who built the great pyramids. He amazed the Pharoah 
by removing a bird’s head, putting it on a wall, then 
joining it to the body of the bird again. Cheops wanted 
to see it again and Dedi followed the cardinal rule of 
magicians—never do the same trick to the same audi- 
ence. He varied it by doing it to a pelican, then an 
ox. For years afterwards decapitation was the leading 

. act with magicians. I don’t decapitate people,” he 


added. “I shoot people, disintegrate them, transform 
them. 


*‘Magicians have a definite code of ethics. You'll find few 
in jail. It takes an honest man to deceive people. Once a 
magician asked another the best means of deception. The 
other guy said: ‘Tell ’em the truth. That’ll fool ’em.’ People 
go to magic shows because they want shock, they want emo- 
tion. You have to be dramatic and corny. In my show, I play 
the traditional magician with everything but the goatee—the 
cape, the high hat, the medallion. It doesn’t do to look like 
just anybody.”

Pet Doctor

Q. I HAVE HAD my dog 
treated, for red mange many 
times, but it always comes back. 
Is there a cure for this? 


A. Red or “‘follicular’’ mange 
is caused by the mite ‘‘demo- 
dex.’”’ Your dog is suffering 
from it in one of two forms: 
squamous, the dry type, or pus- 
tular, which is moist. Both are 
characterized by loss of hair 
and reddening of the skin. Al- 
though it affects all breeds, red 
mange seems to be more prev- 
alent among short haired dogs, 
such as dachshunds, boxers, etc. 
After the hair follicles are affect- 
ed, another bacteria moves in 
and causes pus in the moist 
type. This organism can also 
occur in the blood stream and 
lymph glands of the animal. In- 
ternally taken fungacides are 
showing great success in treat- 
ing dry red mange. Antibiotic 
therapy will kill secondary in- 
vaders, in most cases, but ex- 
ternal applications and internal 
medication are necessary to kill 
the mites. I’ve seen many cases 
where the animal appeared 
cured on the surface, and then 
suddenly broke out again. Treat- 
ment for red mange requires 
patience. I’m sure your veteri~ 
narian would tell you if your 
dog’s case is hopeless, for there 
are some heavily infested cases 


that cannot be cured at this:

He could fully guarantee the 


contract by finessing successful- 


ly against the queen, but since 
the finesse could be taken in 
either direction, the result de- 
pended upon which defender he 
decided to play for the missing 
queen. 

Since West had made an over- 
call and was more likely than 
East to have any missing 
strength, declarer decided that 
West had the queen. He there- 
fore led. the ace and another 
diamond, intending to finesse, 
but West showed out and the 
jig was up. There was no way 
now to avoid the diamond loser 
and South went down one. 

Declarer’s approach to the 
play was faulty. Since it was 
obvious from the beginning that 
the contract would stand or fall 
depending upon the diamond 
guess, South 
layed his decision until he had 
ferreted out much more informa- 
tion about the makeup of the 
adverse hands. 

This he could have accom- 
plished, after trumping the heart 
in dummy, by cashing the A-K 
of spades and ruffing a spade, 
after which he could take two 
rounds of trumps and then ruff 
dummy’s last spade.

“JACK WAS GETTING so thin 
that it worried me,” said his 
wife. ‘‘At first I couldn’t under- 
stand why—then I learned he 
was skipping lunch. 

“To go over to the Senate 
dining room, he had to take the 
subway. He never felt like giving 
this much time,’’ Jacqueline 
Kennedy continued, ‘‘and so he 
would keep putting off lunch. By 
the time Jack finally decided to 
eat something, it would be so 
late the dining room would be 
closed."’ 

Since he would not go to lunch, 
Jacqueline decided to take it to 
him. 

What did you bring? 

The Senator’s wife laughed. 
‘“‘Whatever Caroline was eating 
—a piece of chicken or ham- 
burger, green beans, mashed 
potatoes. I would take it over 
in a baby’s dish that kept it hot. 

“Jack liked the idea so much 
that he invited a guest for lunch.

WHILE THERE ARE many 
different types of home heating 
systems and a lot of different 
makes you will find that most 
heating systems consist of two 
basic parts. There is the heater 
that produces the heat and then 
there is the distribution system 
that carries the heat from the 
heater to the various parts of 
the house. 


When a heating system fails 
to make a house comfortable 
during cold weather the chances 
are that the fault is with the 
distribution system rather than 
the heater. In most cases the 
heater, whether it’s a boiler or 
a furnace, is capable of pro- 


- ducing sufficient heat but the 


remains uncomfortable 
because the distribution system 
doesn’t carry the heat to where 


it’s needed. 

In a forced warm air system, 
for example, you may find it 
difficult to get the right amount 
of heat in rooms some distance 
from the furnace. This can often 
be corrected simply by insulat- 
ing the duct from furnace to 
register so that it won’t lose too 
much heat. Often the registers 
close to fhe furnace get too 


much heat while the distant ones 
get too little. This can be cor- 
rected by adjusting the dampers 


located’ on the ducts where they 
are connected to the furnace. 
Close the dampers on the ducts 
to the near registers and open 
the ones on the ducts to distant 
registers. 


The main reason for poor dis- 
tribution on a forced hot water 
system is that air has become 
trapped in radiators or pipes. 
When this occurs the hot water 
can’t get in to fill the radiators 
and so they remain only partially 
hot. This can be corrected by 
opening the air valves on the 
radiators and other parts of the 
system and a the same time 
adding water to the system at 
the boiler. As the water enters 
the system it pushes the air out 
through the open air valves. 
When all the air is out, the 
valves are closed,

Treating ‘Charley Horse’ 


Dear Dr. Molner: 

I DON’T KNOW the right name to call it, but what are 
‘‘charley horse” pains? I have them a lot; what causes them 
and what can I do about them? MRS. E. A, 


Charley horse is a perfectly good term, but I wonder 
whether that’s what you have. You may—but I can’t even 
make a good guess because, for one thing, I don’t know how 
old you are, and I don’t know the sort of physical activity in 
whicn you engage. 

A charley horse is a term used for a rupture (a tear, that 
is) or a strain of a muscle or tendon. It is commonest among 
athletes engaging in vigorous sports. 

A hard bump, or twist or strain can damage a muscle, most 
usually in a leg, and the athlete is temporarily lamed by it. 
A charley horse is plentifully painful—of course, though, some 
are more severe than others. There may even be some bleed- 
ing in or around the muscle or tendon that is affected. The 
treatment primarily includes rest and support of the damaged 
area. > 

Are you sure that what you have is a charley horse, or 
are you having trouble from muscular cramps, a neuritis, or 
some other form of spasmodic or recurrent pain? 


This may be an example of one of the most basic 
of all rules of health: Don’tejump to the conclusion 
that you have some particular type of trouble until 
you are sure. Don’t assume that you have a charley 
horse until you are sure it is that, and not cramps. 


*‘Stomach pain’* might be ulcers—but it also might be hia- 
tal hernia, flatulence, - bladder trouble or quite a few other 
things. 

The treatment for one won’t match the treatment for an- 
other. As I’ve said before, the important thing is to find out 
the real cause of an ailment. After that you can treat it. But 
if you guess, and guess wrong, and use the wrong treatment, 
all you reap is more misery. 

That’s why, when I detect some question about the cause 
of somebody’s trouble, I say: ‘See your doctor.”” The most 
valuable thing your doctor can do for you is to find out what 
is causing ycur trouble. After that, the mass of information 
that has been acquired about treatments makes it relatively 
easy to know what to do next. Well, most of the time, any- 
way. We don’t know it all yet!

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Methods Used In hele pe Recoveries

WITH THE LOSS of Discov- 
erer XII, scientists did not have 
a chance to test their recovery 
techniques to retrieve a payload 
from space. With time, it will 
become more and more impera- 
tive that physical recovery be 
made. How do engineers and sci- 
entists attack this problem? 

I asked this question of Donald 
E. Mullen, one of the General 
Electric’s bright young men who 
was involved with the recovery 
of payloads from space. His 
answer was fascinating. 


It dealt with the design philos- 
ophy of recovery methods for 
two separate problems—a small 
data capsule from a ballistic 
missile, and the re-entry recov- 
ery vehicle of the Discoverer 
satellite. 


The essence of the whole ap- 
proach was that the missile and 
space vehicle department engi- 
neers would put one of every- 
thing they could think of—within 
weight and space limits—into the 
package to assure recovery. 


One engineer thought of radar. 
Why not put ‘“‘chaff’’—the alumi- 
num streamers which are excel- 
lent reflectors for radar signals 
—in the capsule? This was fine 
but at the same time why not 
make the parachute and shrouds 
out of metallized material to also 
help reflect radar signals? An- 
other engineer thought of a radio 
beacon to track it by radio as it 
descended. Thus the radio bea- 
con was included. Suppose it 
came down at night or it got 
dark after it came down, would- 
n’t a flashing light be a good 
idea so that it, could be seen at 
night and at a distance? This 
scheme sounded good. The ie- 
sult was a high powered strobe 
lamp beirfg incorporated in the 
capsule. 


ONCE THE CAPSULE was 
down, and if its radio went dead, 
it had to be detected in the 
water. This is a most difficult 
task for World II records dis- 
close that high flying aviators 
sometimes missed entire flotillas 
in intensive air reconnaissance. 
To overcome this, an aluminum 
slick was proposed. When the 
capsule hit the water, the alumi- 
num powder was spread over the 
water surface to coat a large 
area. 

The light reflected from this 
giant mirror proved an excellent 
marker for search parties. To 
help find the capsule it was 
painted with fluorescent colors 


Scientists have found it necessary to use a shock repellant 
on data capsules since the sharks are attracted by the 
brightly colored objects. 


so that it would be readily visi- 
ble in the daytime. Incidentally, 
these scientists also found that 
in actual practice they had to 
use a shark repellent for it ap- 
peared that sharks truly loved 
the bright colored data capsules. 
(There is no report on the type 
of indigestion suffered by the 
sharks from a tussle with a data 
capsule.) 


Capsules also could carry a 
“‘sofar’’ bomb. This is a device 
to detonate beneath the water 
surface and set up sound waves 
so that the sonar ranging sta- 
tions could pick up the sound 
and triangulate on it for posi- 
tion finding. 


FINALLY, said Mullen, there 
was also the conventional boost- 


er vehicle tracking system used 
to determine the probable im- 
pact point. This not only gave 
the capsule position but also dis- 
persion in range and direction 
to give searchers the area in 
which the data capsule was most 
likely to be found. 

From this list of recovery aids, 
specific capsule designs were 
made. The missile data capsule 
was a small, free-falling body 
without a parachute. It used the 
strobe light,
